WASHINGTON An 8 S-ycar-old white suprem- 
acist >vas chiirged with murder Thursday, 
a day airer he lei't a signed anti-Semitic 
screed in his car outside the US. Holocaust 
Memorial and Museum, then gunned doMm 
a security guiird who opened the door to let 
him in, officials said. 

Guard Stephen Johns was shot to death 
Wednesday by Holocaust denier James von 
Brunn, who left his cai’ outside an entrance 
to the museum and walked in holding a 
rille at his side. District Police ChiefCathy 
Lanier said at a news conference. 

Von Bmnn started shtjoting immediately 
exchanging lire with two other guards who 


shot and critically injured him. Tinier said. 

In his car, officers found a notebook with 
a handwritten note that read, want my 
weapons— this is how youll get them. The 
I lolocaust is a lie. Obama was created by 
Jews,” according to a court affidavit. 

Von Brunn’s .zz-caliber rille held lo more 
bullets, and investigators found more in his 
car and at an apartment in Annapolis, Md, 
that he shared with son and his son's fiance. 
Security guards itred at von Bnann at least 
eight times, hitting Mm in the face. 

The museum remained closed Thursday 
and flags flew at half-staff in honor of Johns, 
39, who had worked at the museum for six 
years. Bouquets of roses, lilies and other 
floM^ers were left outside the museum walls. 
The entrance where the shooting occurred 
still arc cordoned off by police tape. 

Von Rrunn, who tried to kidnap mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve decades ago,

‘Miracle baby’ sham 

‘One lie led to another’ for woman who duped abortion opponents with blog

The unmarried mother’s story about giv- 
ing birth to a child diagnosed as terminally 
ill in the womb hit a major nerve on the 
Internet. 

Every night for the last two months, 
thousands of abortion opponents across the 
nation logged on to a blog run by the subur- 
ban Chicago woman who identified herself 
only as “B” or ‘April’s Mom.” 

People said they prayed that God would 
save her pregnancy They e-mailed her 
photos of their children, bought campaign 
T-shirts, and sent letters and gifts to an Oak 
Lawn PO. box in support. 

As more people were drawn to her com- 
pelling tale, eager advertisers were queuing 
up, and established parenting Web sites that 
oppose abortion rights were promoting her 
blog— which included biblical quotes, anti- 
abortion messages and a soundtrack of 
inspirational Christian pop songs. 

By Sunday night, when ‘April’s Mom” 
claimed to have given birth to her “miracle 
baby”— blogging that April Rose had sur- 
vived a home birth only to die hours later— 
her Web site had nearly a million hits. 


BREAKING POINT 

Blogger Beccah Beushausen and her 
father said the stress of being exposed as 
a fraud caused her to spend two nights 
recuperating in a hospital. “I couldn’t 
handle it anymore,” she said, adding she 
plans to write one final blog post, coming 
clean and apologizing to her fans. 


There was only one problem with the 
unfolding tragedy: None of it was true. 

Not the pregnancy, and not the photos 
posted on the blog of the supposed mother 
and Baby April Rose, swaddled in white 
blankets. The baby actually was a lifelike 
doll, which immediately raised the suspicion 
of loyal blog-followers. 

“I have that exact doll in my house,” said 
Elizabeth Russell, a dollmaker from Buffalo 
who had been following the blog. ‘As soon as 
I saw that picture, I knew it was a scam.” 

By Monday, outraged followers on dozens 
of Christian parenting Web sites unmasked 
‘April’s Mom” as a hoaxer, and hundreds 
more vented their anger. 

Sensing people were close to establishing 
her identity ‘April’s Mom” on Monday raced 


in vain to delete her Web site and Twitter 
and Facebook accounts. 

But it was too late. The online commu- 
nity found out her true identity: Beccah 
Beushausen, 26, a social worker from 
Mokena. 

When reached by the Tribune on 
Wednesday, Beushausen admitted the hoax. 
“I know what I did was wrong,” she said. “I’ve 
been getting hate mail. I’m sorry because 
people were so emotionally involved.” 

There’s no evidence that Beushausen 
benefited financially in any significant way 
or committed any crime. 

Beushausen said she really did lose a son 
shortly after birth in 2005. She started her 
blog in March to help deal with that loss and 
to express her strong anti-abortion views, 
she said. She had expected only a handful of 
friends to read it, but when her first post got 
50 comments, she was hooked. 

“I’ve always liked writing. It was addictive 
to find out I had a voice that people wanted 
to hear,” Beushausen said. 

“Soon I was getting 100,000 hits a week, 
and it just got out of hand,” she said. “I didn’t 
know how to stop ... one lie led to another.”

A veteran Chicago radio and TV 
personality, Sirott already had replaced 
Saunders as co-anchor on Channel 5’s 
5 p.m. and 6 p.m. newscasts and was 
Saunders’ primary back-up at 
10 p.m. alongside Allison Rosati. 

Sources say a clause in Sirott’s current 
contract assured him of the 10 p.m. 
broadcast opening, but the added title 
would have come with a pay increase 
and the station sought to shorten the 
guaranteed terms in exchange. 

Cop sentenced 

A Chicago police officer was sentenced 
to almost 3/2 years in prison for the 
videotaped beating of a man shackled 
to a wheelchair in 2005. William Cozzi 
pleaded guilty in January to a federal 
charge of using excessive force when 
he struck a combative hospital patient 
about a dozen times.

Bulls star Rose: Photo 
‘was meant as a joke’

In response to a photo posted on the 
Internet that shows him flashing gang 
signs at a party during his freshman year at 
Memphis, Bulls guard Derrick Rose issued 
a statement Thursday declaring his vehe- 
ment opposition to gangs. 

“Recently a photo has been circulating 
on the Internet which appears to depict 
me flashing a gang sign. This photo of me 
was taken at a party I attended in Memphis 
while I was in school there, and was meant 
as a joke ... a bad one, I now admit,” Rose’s 
statement said. 

“I want to emphatically state, now and 
forever, that Derrick Rose is anti-gang, anti- 
drug, and anti-violence. I am not, nor have 
I ever been, affiliated with any gang, and I 
can’t speak loudly enough against gang vio- 
lence, and the things that gangs represent.” 

Earlier Thursday, a Bulls spokesman said 
the team was aware of the photo but was 
largely unconcerned, as gang affiliation and 
behavior didn’t square with the Derrick 
Rose the Bulls know

and displaying the “pitchforks” sign of the 
Gangster Disciples Nation. It is unclear 
whether Rose is expressing a gang affilia- 
tion or if he was just joking with his friends 
at the party An unidentified man is stand- 
ing behind Rose, smiling, with his own 
hands showing gang signs, according to a 
Chicago police source. 

“In posing for this picture, I am guilty of 
being young, naive and of using extremely 
poor judgment,” Rose’s statement said. “I 
sincerely apologize to all my fans for my 
mistake.” 


TROUBLING TIMES 

The photo incident comes on the heels of 
other off-court controversies surrounding 
Derrick Rose. 

» The Memphis Commercial Appeal reported 
last month that the NCAA alleged a stand-in 
took an SAT test for a student who played for 
Memphis’ men’s basketball team during the 
2007-08 season. Several media outlets, citing 
sources, reported that player to be Rose. 

» The NCAA also alleged Memphis improperly 
provided $2,260 in travel money and other 
benefits for an associate of a player during 
the same season. Yahoo! Sports reported that 
person to be Rose’s brother, Reggie. Rose’s 
attorney, Daniel Reidy, released a statement 
claiming that Rose cooperated fully with 
Memphis’ internal investigation of the SAT 
allegations and the “investigation uncovered 
no wrongdoing on his part.’’ 

» Also last month, media outlets reported 
Rose benefited from a grade change during 
his senior season at Simeon High. A Chicago 
Public Schools inspector general report 
uncovered that four students had their grades 
improved for college transcript purposes, with 
sources saying a “D” Rose received in June 
2007 had been changed to a “C.”

Even though his film career is taking off, 
Krasinski has no plans to abandon his 9-to-5 
duties on “The Office.” The show is about to 
start its fifth season. 

“People are asking me when I’m going to 
leave ‘The Office’ to go into film, but you don’t 
break out from ‘The Office,’ ” he said. “There’s 
no breakout role there because it’s just the 
greatest thing to be a part of and anyone is 
lucky to be involved in it, especially me. Being 
able to play comedy and then come on this film 
and play a little bit of real life is awesome. 

“If I can keep working on movies like this 
during my hiatus, that’s a perfect world.”

John Krasinski has left the office and is hitting 
the road. 

Krasinski, who plays Jim Halpert on the 
Emmy-winning NBC sitcom “The Office,” 
extends his movie career Eriday with the open- 
ing of ‘Away We Go” after being hand-picked 
to star by its director, Sam 
Mendes. 

“Wow, I can’t even think 
about why it’s all happen- 
ing,” Krasinski told RedEye 
during an exclusive inter- 
view in Beverly Hills. “It’s a 
lucky time.” 

Krasinski stars as Burt, a 
shaggy, bearded man and loving husband who 
hasn’t yet figured life out. He takes his pregnant 
wife, Verona (Maya Rudolph), on a road trip to 
find the perfect spot to rear their child and 
themselves. Their semi-planned journey takes 
them from their Colorado home to Phoenix, 
Tucson, Ariz., Wisconsin, Miami and Montreal, 
where they meet up with friends and relatives. 
When none of those places works out, Verona 
discovers that home is where her heart is. 

According to Krasinski, 29, there’s a little bit 
of Burt in everyone. 

“You know at a certain age you’re supposed 
to, like, get married, have kids and all that,” he 
said. “I’m at the age where you kind of start 
thinking about that, but you’re also thinking 
about am I ready, am I a good friend and what 
kind of person do I ultimately want to be? Burt 
is just sorting through it all.” 

When Mendes initially offered him the role, 
Krasinski was so stunned that he thought he 
was being punked. 

“I just knew George Clooney was outside 
my trailer going, ‘Boom— your whole career is a 
facade,’ ” he said. “I owe {Mendes] so much. The 
way I got the role is that way you never would 
believe people get the role. ... But he gave me a 
call when I was on the set of ‘The Office’ and 


said, ‘I’ve got this new script and it’s really great 
and I can’t see anyone else doing it but you.’ ” 

Krasinski credits screenwriters Dave Eggers 
and Vendela Vida for creating such an organi- 
cally quirky character with multiple layers. 

“They kept saying things like he’s just a little 
off,” he said. “I loved that because it wasn’t 
like they were saying this is the odd character. 

One of the things I loved 
most is that I’m wearing 
glasses through the whole 
film — even when Burt was 
sleeping. I don’t think that 
was the original plan, but 
it worked for Sam so we 
kept it.” 

What works well in the 
film is the chemistry between Krasinski and 
“Saturday Night Live” alum Rudolph. She, too, 
was handpicked by Mendes. 

“The chemistry between John and Maya 
carries the film. They’re both very inventive,” 
Mendes said. “The spirit of the film was in their 
hands, and they didn’t let me down. Both of them 
were willing to go somewhere new as actors.” 

Rudolph says she immediately was drawn to 
Krasinski’s sense of humor. 

“He’s {bleeping} funny,” she said. “He’s really 
funny and he also happens to be incredibly sweet 
and gracious and totally giving. We kind of devel- 
oped a second language. It was really, really easy 
with him. He wanted us to be good.” 

Both agreed that their performances were 
aided by mutual respect and admiration. 

“I think we really like became best friends 
even before we started the movie— during 
the rehearsal period,” Krasinski said. “We had 
known each other a little bit but had never 
spent any time together. I will do any movie 
ever with her.” 

With a string of successful movies such as 
“The Holiday” already on his resume, Krasinski 
very well might get that opportunity Next

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Rudolph knows her destiny

Maya Rudolph played so many memorable 
characters during her eight years on “Saturday 
Night Live” that it’s easy to forget she doesn’t 
have long blond hair (Donatella Versace), a gap- 
toothed smile (Condoleezza Rice) or wear hip- 
hugging spandex (Beyonce). 

In her new movie, however, the jokester 
doesn’t hide behind any alter egos. In ‘^^way We 
Go,” a new romantic comedy that hits theaters 
Friday Rudolph plays Verona, who takes off on a 
cross-country adventure with her husband Burt 
(John Krasinski) when they realize Colorado 
isn’t the place they want to be any more. 

Rudolph, the daughter of the late singer 
Minnie Riperton and songwriter/producer Dick 
Rudolph, sat down exclusively with RedEye in 
Beverly Hills to talk about her transition from 
“SNE’ ensemble to her first lead role in a feature 
film. That might be a little unnerving for some, 
but Rudolph seems poised for her close-up. 

“I’ll take it. I’m not complaining,” she said. 
“It feels good, the water feels fine. I’m doing 
the backstroke. I got a raft and a drink in one 
of those pocket things.” 

Rudolph’s calm demeanor and her versa- 
tile talents are reasons director Sam Mendes 


offered her Verona, a compassionate character 
with quiet strength. 

“She’s just a delight,” Mendes said of 
Rudolph. “She’s so not what you’d expect from 
a comedienne. There’s no visible insecurity, 
there’s no shtick. I thought if she could bring 
her extraordinary sense of warmth to this proj- 
ect, then you’re going to be great in this part.” 

While Verona is unsure of where she’s head- 
ed, Rudolph, who was only 7 when her mother 
lost her battle with breast cancer, said that she’s 
always had a sense of her destiny After a pit 
stop at the University of California- Santa Cruz, 
where she studied photography, and another at 
The Groundlings boot camp in L.A. to hone 
her comedy skills, the self-avowed class cut- 
up headed to New Tbrk to fulfill her dream on 
“Saturday Night Live.” 

Rudolph still misses the experience. 

“I love that show, and I have such respect and 
reverence for it,” she said. “To be a part of that 
history, it’s amazing.” 

Rudolph currently is shooting an Adam 
Sandler feature called “Grown Ups.” She and 
her boyfriend, director Paul Thomas Anderson, 
will have their second child together later this 
year. Their daughter. Pearl, is 3. Rudolph says 
she’s also trying to do revive her Prince cover 


band (Princess) sometime in the near future. 

Rudolph doesn’t have the amazing five- 
octave range that her mother had, but she can 
carry a tune. Her mother’s legacy continues to 
inspire her. 

“Now that I’m an adult and have had some 
success, what I find most influential about my 


mother and everything I know about her is that 
she was just her own person,” Rudolph said. 
“Musically, she stayed true to her own music, 
and you really couldn’t type or define it. She just 
had this unwavering confidence in what she was 
doing. It was so inspirational to me without me 
being aware of it.”

Acclaimed author Dave Eggers and his wife, 
Vendela Vida, were expecting their first child, 
and they were doing all the things that first- 
time parents are apt to do, reading the baby 
books, setting up the nursery and politely lis- 
tening to heaps of advice from well-meaning 
friends and strangers. 

“I was venturing out into the world for the first 
time as a pregnant woman,” Vida said. “I would 
come home and tell Dave stories that I thought 
were hilarious about people telling me I couldn’t 
get gas at the gas station if I was pregnant and 
{other stories} I don’t even remember now” 
“Every so often, one of us would say ‘Oh, that 
should be in a movie,’ ” added Eggers. And so 
they did what comes naturally to writer-types: 
They started jotting down observations, amus- 
ing phrases and snippets of conversations. 

The result of those early scribblings has now 
become the quirky, delightful and thoroughly 
heartfelt film ‘Away We Go,” directed by Sam 
Mendes and starring John Krasinski and Maya 
Rudolph; the film opens Eriday 
These days, Eggers sits atop a literary empire. 
The 39 -year-old is the famed author of ‘A 
Heartbreaking Work of Staggering Genius,” 
as well as five other books, founder of the 
McSweene/s publishing house and quarterly 
journal, and co-founder (with Vida) of 826 writ- 
ing centers with locations across the country 
No slacker herself, the 37-year-old Vida is an 
accomplished author, editor and journalist in 
her own right, with three novels and one book 
of nonfiction squarely under her belt. 

They live a book-driven life in San Erancisco 
with two children. On a recent evening, the pair 
sat down for dinner at the Marion Street Grille 
in Oak Park, before an advance movie screen- 


ing at a nearby theater. 

Charming one moment, deflective the next, 
they maintained that the film isn’t autobio- 
graphical, despite several similarities with their 
own lives. (The baby; the death of a character’s 
parents; the name of the female lead, Verona, 
which sounds a lot like Vendela.) When pressed, 
they cracked jokes. 

“We were trying to figure out what is auto- 
biographical,” Vida said. 

“Vendela had a baby,” said Eggers, with mock 
helpfulness. 

“That’s true,” she said. 

“That was torn straight from our own lives,” 
he said. 

The screenplay began as a lark, something 
they did on the side, Vida said, “to make each 
other laugh.” Sitting on the couch in their living 
room, they imagined a couple expecting their 
first child and setting out on a cross-country road 
trip. Along the way, the wandering couple meet 
a series of parents, each with a different— and 
often amusing— approach to child rearing. 

“The geographic road trip is a representation 
of how, when you have a kid coming, you exam- 
ine everyone else’s child rearing,” Eggers said. 

“You try to figure out what kind of parents 
you want to be,” said Vida. 

Eggers and Vida shy away from talking about 
their own respective writing styles. (Asked about 
their different approaches, Eggers joked he was 
the “better typist.”) But they’re clearly delighted 
with ‘Away We Go.” They said they relished the 
give-and-take of moviemaking and noted that 
they would be open to writing another script. 

But they promise they’ll be writing books. 

“Eor me, books offer the deepest, rich- 
est experience of any medium,” Eggers said. 
“Nothing else can compare.”

Left Field (no rating)

in Chicago’s very laid-back kickball league. 

The buzz: Pegged as the official story of this 
unofficial league, “Left Field” is really more of 
a movie about a bunch of people who happen 
to play kickball. Rather than provide much 
information about the league itself, this low- 
budget doc instead concentrates on the wild 
mid-game antics (tackling, crazy rules, etc.) 
and the backstories of characters. 


The verdict: A ramshackle movie about a 
seemingly ramshackle operation, “Left Field” 
is desperately lacking in context, providing 
far too few details about the league’s origins 
and progress, the Humboldt Park neighbor- 
hood where games are often played, game-day 
rituals or other sports leagues around the 
city That said, “Left Field” at least makes the 
games look like an anarchic good time, and its 
players come off as a likable group of misfits 
united by their defiantly non-conformist 
desire to carve their own niche everywhere— 
at bars, art studios or kickball fields. 


Tulpan (no rating) 
nil Former sailor and aspir- 
0001 ing herdsman Asa (Askhat 
Kuchencherekov) can’t get his own flock 
until he gets married, and there’s an alarm- 
ing shortage of women to wed. So he con- 
tinually tries to win the hand of the only 
available option, Tulpan, while also helping 
his brother-in-law with sheep, camels and 
newborn lambs. 

The verdict: A microcosm of life’s con- 
stant roadblocks to success, “Tulpan” 
focuses on a dreamer who just wants a 
good job and a woman who needs him, but 
can’t change what he can’t change. The 
movie, gorgeously shot and spellbindingly 
patient, also achieves a documentary-level 
realism that is nothing short of amazing.
